The Personnel of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. 


; 


What One of the Members Says—Per- 
sonal Notes and Gossip. 


It has been customary to regard the State 
Central Committee as a human machine that 
is all head and no body. The Democratic 
committeemen sele¢ted since the enfranchise- 
ment. have reposea the utmost con- 
fidence in the chairman, leaving 
him to manipulate matters to 
suit his own convenience, and permitting 
themselves to be represented at over halfthe 
meetings by proxy. The present committee 
will prebably not inharmonious, but it 
will certainly have/a full hand in every 
proceeding. There fs Dr. Shields, from the 
First District, who will desire to be informed 


upon all particulars; Hen A. New- 
man, from Randolph, who will in- 
sist upon having foreknowledge 
ofeverything. Heis the representative of 
the Administration. Then there is Dick 
Lancaster, Who knows more of local politics 
and bas more irons in the fire than any other 
one man. Then Jasper Burks, of St. Fran- 
cois, an ambitious and energetic man, will 
demand to know what is going on. A. P, 
Morehouse, of Nodaway, and Sam Mosby, 
of Maries, are the only members who are not 
expected to be active and demandiag. The 
list conciudes with C. C. Stokes, an inquisi- 
tive newspaper man from the Southeast, and 
altogether the body of the committee will un- 
dertake to wag the head. Chairman O’Day 
will find himself assisted and advised with 
more frequently than ever in his officia 
career, and it is predicted that the committee 
will have more meetings than ever before in 
its history. 

This morning Jasper Burkes sat reading a 
newspaper in the rotunda of the Laciede, 
when a reporter of the Post-DisPpaTCa in- 
quired: 

“Are you satisfied with the actionof the 
State Convention in all particulars?’ 

“Of course I am pleased with the result, 
but there are methods of transacting busi- 
ness iu our conventions that should be reme- 
died, and I think the State Central Cemmit- 
tee should take hold of and correct them.’’ 

“To what do you refer particularly?’’ 

‘For instance, this insane idea of getting 
up a stampede just as the roll of counties is 
about to be completed. The secretarv calis 
the entire list,.but before he commences the 
additions, delegates begin jumping up from 
every portion of the hall, shouting out,changes 
so rapidly that no secretary could catch 
them and no man remember them. This 
virtually gives the nomination of any officer 
into thenands of the clerk or secretary, because 
ifthis friendidesi: es a number of votes, be can 
in the wild confusion give him thirty or forty, 
and nobody is _ wiser. It is bad enough to 
be defeated, but for a candidate to feel that 
he was beaten unfairly does the party no 
good. Toillustrate:s In the regular State 
Conveniion of two years ago the roll of coun- 
ties bad been calied compietely, and it wae 
known all over the house that 
Alex. Lesueur, of Lafayette, had 
enough votes for Secretary of State, but 
before the result was announced a stampede 
began, confusion reigned, anda new baliot 
had to be ordered, resulting in the renomina- 
tion of Mr. McGrath. Nobody questioned 
that the succeas of Mr. McGrath was merited 
and proper, but Mr. Lesueur undoubiediy 
felt that the nomination was his, and that 
only the dilatoriness of the secretary 
and the subsequent confusion changed 
the result. The same thing 
happened in the fight over the Attornev- 
Generalship, and McIntyre was declared the 
nominee by half a vote, when everybody 
knew that B. G. Boone had the most votes in 
the convention. The same thiag occurred or 
the Treasurership, the call of the counties re« 
sulting in favorof Ed. Noland, but-.a stam- 
pede was raised and before the result was an- 
nounced another ballot was ordered and Mr. 
Chappell received the nomination. At 
our convention on Wednesday we repeated 
the old game in the fight over the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schoola. It cannot be 
doubted that Dr. Pope Yeaman had a ma- 
jority of the convention, but he falied in get- 
ting the nomination. Understand me now, I 
am not criticising men, nor finding any fault 
with the nominees. The results in aj) the in- 
stances mentioned were entirely satisfactory te 
me, but the defeated candidates must feel to- 
day that they were unfairly treated by the 
convention. It is the principle of the thing 
that 1 am after. It is desperately unfair to 
givea man amajority of the votes in a con- 
vention and then take them back because 
confusion prevented a formal announce- 
ment’ of the vote. I- believe it is within 
the domain of the State Central Committee 
to correct that matter, and lat least intend 
tosee what can bedone. The change will 
render our conventions !ess exciting and make 
the delegates more careful how they cast their 
yotes, especially in the shape of compliments 
and under the influence of temporary under- 
standings.” 

Mr. Burks isapparently in earnest about 
this reform, and intends to inaugurate it, if 


possible.

THE CRIME. 

The tragegy occurred on June 9, near 
Athens Depot. Turner, who was a farm 
hand, had hired a room for his mother, Har- 
riet Turner, at the house of another colored 
farm hand named Abe Ray. Abeand the old 
woman Turner had a dispute, and she ieft 
the nouse threatening that she would have 
Abe killed. She went to thefarm of Ben. 
Brim, where her son Ike was at work, 
and told him that Abe Ray had threat- 
ened to kill her, and that 
s he was going tosee Mr. R des, the Deputy 
Sheriff, aboutit. Ike assured his mother 
that she need not trouble berself. He went 
to hiscabin, got his pistol, and started in 
search of Abe Ray. He found him on Ross 
Brown’s farm,a mile and a half away, tracing 
corn. Without saying a word he fired. Abe, 
looking rounc and seeing that Turner was 
shooting at bim, dropped his hoe and ran. 
Ike fired another shot without killing his 
man, who ran into a ditch near the Big Sandv 
Railroad, and was making for his cabin. Ike 
headed him off, and as Abe rose above the 
bank on the raiiroad Ike fired a third shot, 
which went straight to Abe’s heart. The 
body was found next morning on the raii- 
road, his bands grasping a bunch of clover. 
Turner went home and bewailed his crime. 
He got his wages, however, and then took to 
flight, but was soon arrested, tried and 
promptly convicted.

More Rumors That Captain Ken- 
nett Will Resign. 


—— 


Comutasioncr Kinkead Would Like the 
Position—Harrigan and Camp- 
bell the Favorites, 


For severa! months it has been rumored 
that Chief Kennett would resign his office: 
These reports originated last November, when 
the gambling fight occurred, and have since 
been in constant circulation. He was a pro- 
tege of the Cupples board, and during the 
administration of that body was secure in 
bis position. Domestic difficulties which 
have since pecome topics of public discus- 
sion have recently occurred, and with tnese 
other matters which have brought up the 
subject of resignation again. It 
ie now reported that Chief Kennett will 
resign and an effort will be made to place 
Police Commissioner Alexander Kinkead in 
the Chief’s chair. The rumor originated 
with the mutual friends of Ken- 
nett and Kinkead. {Mr. Kerwin 


was seen this moraing, but he would impart 
no information whatever, denying that any 
change was meditated ip the department. 

Police Commissioner Kinkead was found 
in his cffice this morning and questioned 
about the matter, 

“It is reported by your friends that Chief 
Kennett intends to resign atthe next meeting 
of the board, and that you have been named 
as his successor?” 

“On, the rumor that Chief Kennett would 
resign has been in circulation for a long time. 
Itiwas reported when he went away that he 
would not come back. It was aiso said that 
he would resign on his return to the city. 
Mr. Kennett keeps bis own counsel about 
this matter. I believe he has 
said that he would probably resign, but no 
date was mentioned as far as I know, and 
there's no telling when ne wili resign.’’

England is putting things imto shape by 
her frank declaration through the 7Zmes

| turbance in Egypt unaided, she will settle it 


in her own way, and establish a strong gov- 
ernment over Lgypt under English protec- 
tion. Suddenly Turkey discovers that she 
hasadutyto perform andisreadyto send 
troops to Egypt. 

Azsthe Mussulman Pope andthe Saracen 
Kaliph, the Sultan is putinatight place by 
the tendency of this conflict to arouse a great 
Pan-Islamic excitement MmMthe Mussuiman 
world. Seeking to make its sovereignity over 
Egypt more real, the Porte has-been unwill- 
lng to expose the Kaliphate tothe danger of 
a fresh Outburstof the old feud between 
Saracen and Turk by espousing the cause of 
the foreigner and the infidel ina military 
demonstration against Arabi. In anticipa- 
tion of suchs a demonstration, ARABI 
had filled Egypt with taik about the deposi- 
tion of the Sultan from the Kaliphate and the 
assumption of that authority by the Shereef 
of Mecca to proclaim a **Holy War.” On the 
other hand, entire inaction or neutrality on 
the part of the Sultan is equivalent to a sur- 
render of his sovereignty over Egypt, and 
could not better his position in any other re- 
spect. Hence, when delay is no longer pos- 
sible, be announces his readiness to send 
troops to Egypt on the best terms he can ob- 
taiu from the conference of the Powers. 

What basis of concert the Powers may 
reach, and how England and Turkey are to 
co-operate, remains to be seen. Turkish au- 
thority in Exypt, backed by an army, may 
bring about a cessation of hostilities and sub- 
mit the whole question to a conference of 
the Powers. But even then the everiast- 
ing ciash of their interests in everything 
connected with the Eastern Question will 
continue, and the only thing certain about 
their deliberations is that the result will 
either be another European war or another 
brief postponement of the military struggie 
which must come some day over the final 
partition of the Ottoman Empire. To those 
Powers in a position to get some of the ter- 
ritory it is only a question of when and 
where the looting can begin under circum- 
stances most favorable to their several inter- 
ests. To the other Powers itis only a ques- 
tion of regulating the partition according to 
their several views as to the proper balance 
of power among their neighbors. No two 
of them are or can be in exact accord 
on any of these points. While GLADSTONE 
boasts that there is a perfect under- 
standing and perfect accord between Eng- 
land and France, the latter is suspected of 
secretly encouraging ARABI, and of also hay- 
ing a secret understanding with the Porte 
not exactly in harmony with England’s 
views. It seems that the views of Italy, 
Austria and Germany bring them near toa 
basis for collective action, but, ina council of 
nations including also Russia, Turkey, 
France, Spain and England, it is probable 
that the controlling group at last will meet 
on some compromise preserving the Porte’s 
suzerainty, but securing England’s money- 
lenders under a somewhat better constituted 
native and Mussulman government than that 
against which the Ecyptians are in revolt.

Tbe French Minister of War 
scoffs at the idea of sending less than 40,000

Politicai Assessments, 
ST. LouIs, Mo., July 27. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 

General asis the present agitation of the 
political assessment question, there is a phase 
of the subject which has not, as yet, received 
the attention its importance demands. I refer 
to the well known views of President Artiur, 
#0 Giearly and publicly expressed by his con- 
auct when Oollector of the Port of New York; 
and it seems reasonably clear that he has ex- 
perienced no radical change of heart, and has 
little disposition to destroy one of the bridges 
which has borne him to his present high posi- 
tion. 

When ‘‘General’’ Arthur was Collector he 


not only permitted, but aided and abetted, the 
collection of liberal and freqnent assessments 
upon every man under his authority. Not a 
Uustom-house employe, from the head of a 
department to the humblest laborer, but knew 
that neglect or refusal to contribute tothe 
Republican campaign fund such sum as might 
be demanded meant summary dismissal. 
Arthur found the Uustom-huuse a huge politi 
cal machine, its whole power and influence 
debauched to dothe will ot Grant and Conk- 
ng and he left it even worge than he found 
t. 

The mutations of our politics bring to pass 
many improbabilities, but few so striking as 
the chain of accidents which have made 
Arthur President, and in the 
discussion we need to bear in 
mind the factthat he, more than any other 
man, is responsible for the collection of as- 
sessments during pis term of office.

Deposicions inthe suit of Henry A. Benoist 
against Charles Green before the Federal 
Court were resumed this morning, at the 
otiice of Davenport & Napton. Morrison 
Nenshaw, Notary Public, was the specia! 
commissioner. Mr. Green was present, with 
his attorney, Judge Madill, and Mr. Casey, 
his chief clerk. 

The testimony of to-day was confined to the

The West End Narrow-Gauge Railway, 
with its equipment, has been sold to Joseph 
E. Young, of Chicago, for $87,000. This rail- 
way has not been a paying institution to the 
proprietors since it Was started. Mr. Erastus 
Weils has been the owner of the property 
since it was built, but the passenger traffic, 
which has been the sole reliance of the road, 
has not been enough to make dividends 
possible. It has been for sale 
for some time, but every effort 
to close uegotiations with prospective pur- 
chasers has fallen through. At one time a 
Cincinnati syndicate almost bought the road. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road next attempted to purchase the line, in- 
tending toextend it to St. Charlies and con- 
necting it with their St. Louis and Keokuk 
branch, thus giving themacity terminus. 
The obstacies in the way ofthe purchase 
were too great, however, and this scheme 
also fel! throagh. Heretofore the passenger 
traffic of the road alone bas been its source 
of income. Mr. Young, the new purcbaser, 
means to develop its freight facilities. He 
proposes to extend the line to St. Charies and 
to Creve Creur, making a competing line to 
both points. and to reach the great sand de- 
posits in the Meramec Valiey. Oae company 
has now the entire monopoly in the sand 
trade, and Mr. Youog’s line will compete for 
this Dusiness. 


ihe negotiations took nearly 
two mon hs, Lo accomplish.

Giechart & Co., who had a refusal from Eras- 
tus Wells of the property. Mr. Young agreed 
to pay $87,000, part cash, part secured by 
realestate in Chicago. The raiiway has 
sixteen miles of road, one mile of sidings. 
The equipment consists of three Baldwin io- 
comotives worth $30,000, seven passenger 
ears valued from $1,20u to $3,290, one box and 
four flat cars. The St. Louis depot and 
grounds, costing $8,000, and the Florissaat 
depot, round- house, ete., costing $2,5U0, are 
included in thesale. A great deai of money 
will have to be speniin repairs. It is as- 
serted tbe new owner, who hage.the railroad 
entirely unencumbered, wil! bond it for $200,- 
LJ0, anc apply the proceeds to tue extension 
and improvement of the line.

How the Celebrated Wine is Made in 
France. 


Interesting Facts About Its Manu- 
facture. 


Bottling, Corking and Uncorking De- 
scribed—Talk With a French 
Traveler. : 


In this roasting season, when cooling 
drinks are about the only topic of converssa- 
tion, a talk about champagne ought to be in 
order. A Post-DISPATCH reporter met 
Mons. Leon Durot, of Rbeims, 
France, an extensive champagne man- 
ufacturer, at the Southern, this morning. 
Mons, Durot is passing through the city and 
is stopping over on a brief visit. After afew 
preliminary remarks, the reporter said: 

“Yours isa very extensive business, M. 
Durot?”’ 

“Yes,” said ho, “and a very Old one, too. 
I suppose you know that the discovery of the 
art of meking champagne dates back to 1688, 
and is credited to a monk, Don Perignon, 
who bit upon the fhappy idea oft ‘marrying’ 


the produce of one vinevard with that of an- 
other. The Monk had noticed that one kind 
of soil imparted fragrance and another gen- 
erosity, and be discovered thata white wine 
could be made from the blackest grapes, 
which would keep good, instead of turning 
yeilow like the wine made from white ones. 
tle also found out thata piece of cork wasa 
much more suitable stopper than the flax 
dipped in oil, which bad been’ previously 
used. We still follow the process of 

‘MARRYING,’ 

or blending the wine produced by one vine- 
yard with that of another, and the process is 
considered indispensable.” 

“Of course improvements have been made 
since the time of the old Benedictine?” 

‘*Yes, indeed,” said Mr. Durob. “The 
work, care and attention necessary for the 
production of a single bottle of champagne is 
very little known to most people who do not 
reside in the champagne district. At the 
vintage season, which is generally the middle 
of September, hundreds of families of the 
surrounding districts and departments, the 
Aisne, Ardennes and Somme, throng 
into the vineyards and receive 
as compensation for their labor from two to 
three francs aday. The harvest is made with 
the utmost precaution. The grape gatherers 
are advised tosupportthe fruit with the left 
hand 80 as to prevent the riper grapes from 
failing; not to bruise it by throwing it into 
the basket. These small baskets. are after- 
wards emptied into larger ones, or humpers, 
in which the fruit is taken to ihe owners of 
the vineyard, where the contents are minute- 
lyexamined by men and womes, who pluck 
of all the bruised, rotten and unripe berries, 
and throw them into a separate basket, as 
such fruit is a decided, if not fatal injury to 
the wine. If the grapes are very ripe, Ye 
of straw are placed inthe bottoms of the 
bampers to prevent jolting and bruising. 

THE PICKING 

ordinarily commeuces with daylight, and the 
vintagers assert thatthe grapes gathered at 
sunrise always produce the lightest and most 
jimpid wine, and that by plucking the grapes 
when the early morniug sun is upon them 
they are believed to yieid much more juice. 
Later on inthe day, too, spite of all precau- 
tion, itis impossible to prevent some of the 
detached grapes from partially fermenting, 
which frequently sufiices to give a slight ex- 
cess of color to the must, a thing to be es- 
pecially avoided, no matter how rich and ripe 
tne fruit may be, ina high-class champagne. 
The use of unsound or unripe fruit, even in 
a small quantity, is fatal to success. 

“Whatis next done?’ 

‘*The gatherings of dne day, when taken to 
the house, should be pressed the next morn- 
ing. The presses are of different kinds, the 
most ancient being the Eliquet, which is 
worked by rollers and grinders, larges pieces 
of wood which are placed in layers on the 
pressed grapes. The grapes are spread over 
the floor of the press in a compact mass, 
only the first squeeze givinga high class 
wine. Before beginning to press, the owner 
weighs his grapes,and allows 400 kilograms 
for 40 gallons of wine. When he has obtained 
this much, he does pot press any more for 
first-class wine’”’ 

**W hat is done with the residue?’’ 

‘*The edges of the heaps of crushed fruit 
are cut off in various Ways, according to the 
shape of the press, the edges having received 
iess preesure than the center,’? 

“}iow about those accounts of young girls 
with their feet doing the crushing?” 

“Tvs all nonsense. You could not make a 
wine that wy. 

THE FRUIT 

i: then subjected to a second pressure, result- 
ing inajuice called first ‘taille,’ from which 
the word ‘tailings,’ as used in the United 
States, is derived. The operation is repeated 
to get the second ‘taiHe,’ and a third time to 
get the last .juice, ‘redeche,’ a produce 
which,’ in the Champagae country, is only 
used for the consumption of the vine- 
workers. Itand the second ‘taille’ is never 
being used in the manufacturing process. 
While the wine is flowing from the press, it 
is tested with a glycometer, to ascertafh the 
sweetness and just how much sugar to put 
in. Itis then put into tub or casks, until 
ihe jimpurities which the wine throws off 
gather as a ecum on the surface. As soon as 
this scum arises, the casks are vapored by 
burning a little sulphur inside which 
whitens the wine and takes 
away the taste of the oak-wood. 
Thecasksof wine are then cellared, being 
usually placed on supports about eight incnes 
from the ground. If they were full they 
would overflow when fermentation begins. 
Amargin of several quartsis left and then 
the opening is covered with vine leaves and a 
small tile. After fermentation subsides the 
wine is racked off, placed in other casks and 
corked with wooden bungs. When the frost 
comes it makes the wine quite clear. 
Then the blending is done. Thirty or forty 
casks of wine are mingled together in equal 
quantifies, and tannin is used to anticipate 
the diseases of wine, suchas grease and de- 
posits. The manufacturers, too, at this time, 
put inthe alcohol, according to the quality of 
the wine.” 

** How much alcohol does champagne con- 
tain P*? 

*1t generally has from 11 to 12 per cent of 
alcohol, but in some good years, such as 1865 
to 1874, as much as 14 per cent is found. If 
the year should be poor the degree of alcoho) 
is brought up by adding sufficient quantities 
of spirits, made from the best Cognac bran- 
dy. Then the fining is done with isinglass, 
prepared with tartaric acid. Every cask 
receives a certain portion of this 
mixture, which is well stirred in. 
‘The casks are then hermetically sealed and a 
emall bole is drilled in the top, which is 
closed with three straws of rye or wheat with 
the beads on, which admit sufficient air to 
prevent dapger in case of fermentation. The 
wines are then cellared.and left until epring, 
when the bottling begins. ’’ 

**Is that a diffic (lt process?” 

“itis. In the first place,if thereis an excers 
of sugar, the breakage would be very great. 
Much care must be taken in the choice of 
botules, to the reguiarity of shape, to their 
color, and especially to their superior 
Sirength. It is worse than useless to use 
poor bottles. The botties are thoroughly 


> 
and outside. When the wine and bottles are 
ready the workmen proceed to drawing or 
bottling, an operation which 1s effected by 
means of taps with six, eight or ten spouts. 
The bottles when filled pass into the hands of 
the corker. . 

THE METHODS: OF CORKING 
most in use are done with a mailet. When 
the bottle is corked, the cork must be secur- 
ed. Thisthird operation isthe ‘wiring,’ to 
effect which short pieces of wire are looped 
in the middle and fitted — under 
the ring at the top of the weck of the 
bottle, and for which a wiring ma- 
chine is used. The bottles are then piled 
in the vaults, being marked with white chalk, 
so that if removed they cap be placed back in 
the same postion. An effervescence then 0c- 
curs, the deposit being of a soft and tenaceous 
character. It usually presents dark 
traces, and a white thin substance 
whicb adheres to the bottle and c1innot be re- 
moved by shaking the bottle. In the month 
of July, when the bottling is over, the work- 
men devote their time to hooping the casks. 
To Rel the deposit off the glass requires hard 
work.?? 

** How is it done?”’ : 

**When shaking is not sufficient, a macbine 
is used. This machine consists of a box, into 
which ase placed two bottles ata time. By 
means of ahandie, a rotary motion is im- 
parted to the botties,which are further sub- 
jected to continual blows from little bam- 


mers. These continued  biows pro- 
duce ai shaking which disconnects 
the scum from the giass. 


To remove the deposit by hand requires stil! 
greater care and attention, The workman !s 
supplied with an iron implement, and must 
be very careful only to hit just hard enouch 
to remove the crust.” 
““How is the deposit taken out of the bot- 
? 


“That is difficult, too. The bottle is placed 
neck down iv such a positisn that 
the deposit will fall on the cork. 
great care is taken in the selecting of work- 
men for this work. It 1s done by slightly 
jifting the bottle and giving it a shake or two 
in that position. To bring it to a successful 
iseue requires amonth or six weeks, or more, 
the bottle being shaken every day. When 
the deposit has altogether failen on the cork, 
the good bottles are placed, 
neck down, on a rock, at ~ 
sharp angie, to await the time when ther 
are again to be wucorked. The rest are re- 
placed and worked again in the macbine 
and in the crock.” 

“The next step is to get out the de- 
sit?” 
“Yes... And the 
UNCORKING IS A VERY DIFFICULT 

and a very delicate operation. It is neces- 
sary toremove the wire and corking with the 
least possible 108s of wine, the 
bottle being kept neck downward. 
To do this the workman watches the bubble 
of air in the bottle and so removes the cork 
thatonly the deposit is ejected by the rusb 
of gas. When the froth begins to come, he 
uses part of it towashthe neck of the bottle 
and then inserts a small cork ready for the 
purpose which prevents too great a loss of 

as.?? 
*Isthe wine now ready to drink?” 
“Oh, no. The bottle next passes in to the 
nands of the man who takes out enough wine 
to admit the necessary amount of syrup. 
The wine is mow very ‘dry,’ and would not 
be drinkable, although some countries, es- 
pecially England, will have nothing but dry 
wines. The aryness' is corrected by 
the addition of what is called 
the ‘export syrup,’ which differs from 
what is put in at the time of the bottling; it 
is composed of 150 kilos of candied sugar to 
100 liters of wine and three quarts of aico- 
hol, which is added to increase the strength. 
Asthe sugar dissolves, the wine becomes 
thick, and must be filtered to make the liquid 
perfectly clear. 
**The bottles when opened and emptied toa 
certain depth are taken to the mixer. The 
mixing consists in putting into each a certain 
equal quantity of sirup, the precise propor- 
tion differing for each country. When a bot- 
tle is not full enough itis filled with a little 
wine. The bottle is then placed on a revolv- 
ing table, and as it revolves ail the botties in 
turn come to the corker.”’ 
‘This is the final corking, is it?”? 
‘‘Yes. This second and final corking re- 
quires more care than the first. The corks 
used are of Spanish cork, soft and strong, 
hard and full, or red corks, according to the 
country the wine is to be sent to; they are 
soaked for afew days before in cold water to 
soften them, and they bear the name ofthe 
manufacturing firm branded on the end which 
enters the bottle, Forthe final corking be- 
fore dispatch, the corking machine is often a 
maliet machine, but others are also used. The 


cork is put into the tube. pressed 
and made to come level with the 
lower end of the tube, and with 


a clean sponge the few drops of water which 
have resulted from the com- 
pression of the corkf§are wiped off, 
and thenthe bottle is filled as much as is 
wanied and is corked, the cork being driven 
in to a greater or less extent according to the 
destination of the wine. Thetying up is 
then wong with, oiled string being used, 
this being prepared for exportation, and 
which lasts longer in cool vauls®. A new 
stringing machine has been invented which 
has been of mucb use. Before the invention 
of this machine the work of a stringer could 
only be performed fora few hours at a time, 
it being so hard and tiring, but now a young 
man from 16 to 18 vears of age can easily string 
bottles all day. After the string is put on 
the wire is added; the kind most in uve now 
is galvanized wire. It is at this time that 
the bottle is often shaken once or twice to 
mix the ‘sirup’ thoroughly with the wine. 
Then the bottles are arranged in piles, al- 
ways on ends, and are lefi still for a month 
or two, being examined then to seo if the 
nie Nag in oraer, or if it shows marks of leak- 
ng. 

**That ends the work?” 

**No; the packing comes next. Thisis done 
in boxes or hampers. The bottles are in 
straw, or wrapped up ip straw covers, which 
are manufactured beforehana in different 
manners; tin or golden. leaves; cracings of 
wax of different coiors: leaden covers; labels 
with the name of tbe house, etc. The baskets 
are closed with flexibie twigs of willow. Be- 
sides these fastenings,some houses use a 
wire all around the basket; its end sealed to- 
gether witha leaden seal,so thatif the re- 
ceiver tinds any loss wnen itis delivered to 
him, he cannot claim anythiug from the car- 

rier unless the seal or fastening has been 
broken. The cases are closed by means 

of nails, They are bound with wooden or 
metaliic bands, and some are also sealed. 
When the time comes to send the wines 
away, the senders sbould take care that the 
wines are in tbeir right positions, i. e. recum- 
bent. When the wine has reached its destin- 
ation, it should be taken into a cool place and 
laid dowa borizontaily. It should not be 
used for a full fortnight, or even for a longer 
time, as the traveling injures it, and it would 
be unfair to judge of the wine on immediate 
arrival.’ 

**Ana that is all?” 

“Yes, butthe drinker little knows how 
much it costs, in time and labor, to get the 
basis for his champagne cocktsil. In short, 

to make a good bottle of champagne requires 
at least two years of good, hard and steady 

labor.”” 

Mr. Durot leaves on the evening train for 
Chicago, in the interests of bis house at 
Rheims.

MR. GIBSON EXPLAINS, 


Some of His Reasons for Opposing 
the Candidacy of Mr. Martin. 

A Brief Review of Mr. Martin’s Political 
Record and Services. 


St. Louis, July 27, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

During the canvass just closed the Giobe- 
Democrat assailed me by name, deciared my 
opposition to Mr. Martin to be personal or 
‘‘venomous,’’ and issued faise and vulgar in- 
sinuations and innuendoes agiinst my repu- 
tation. I bore it all then, but now I have the 
right, in self-defense, to give the reasons for 
my action. This time I think Mr. Martin 
should be buried *‘with his ears out,’’ so that 
all Democrats may know what sort of an 
animal lies there. Notwithstanding the ju- 
dicial nature of the office, the candidate for 
Supreme Judge is universally regarded as 
the head of the ticket, and his sound Democ- 
racy and personal character are matters of 
importance to the party. 

Mr. Martin was the chosen candidate of the 
St. Louis delegation to the Democratic 


State Convention of 1880. The Gundaker 
depositions have made the character of tbe 
delegation a part of the public history of the 
State, and I need not dwell upon it here. It 
is notorious that Mr. Martin went to the 
Convention, consorted with the delegation 
during all the proceedings, that he opened 
his quarters, and traded off the votes of the 
delegation for other offices in lieu of other 
votes to be given for him for Supreme Judge. 

When the startling exposure came, Gov. 
Crittenden denied any connection with the 
fuul process by which he was nominated. 
How that denial is received I need not here dis- 
cuss, further than to say that many,rightfully 
or wrongfully,don’t believeit. But Mr. Martin 
up tothis time has remained in ominous 
silence. I knownothing more than the pub- 
lic knows of the conspiracy, but whatever the 
facts may be, itis very certain that the peo- 
ple would believe that the delegation had 
good reasons for acting with such pliancy, 
unanimity and enthusiasm in favor of Mr. 
Martin for the most important and desiravie 
office in its gift. That delegation certainly 
supposed he was the kiud of a Supreme 
Judge it desired to see on the bench. 
Apparently Mr. Martin’s vote in the conven- 
tion seemed fair and flattering, but when the 
means and mannerin which it was obtained 
were exposed, 1t became an ineffaceable dis- 
grace. Theexposure was made before the 
last election, aud the people of St. Louis have 
already given their verdict upon the 
dirty affair and all those connected 
with it or supported by it. 
A party which would fail to cleanse itself 
from such iatolerable rottenness in its own 
bosom would inevitably and justly soon dis- 
integrate and disappear. 

The last State Convention was he!din the 
midst ofa vreat national struggle, but the 
very moment Mr. Martin failed to get his 
coveted office he deserted, if be ever was in 
the ranks, siuak back into obscurity,and was 
heard of no more until he again turned up 4s 
a candidate for the same office in the present 
campaign. He has never giver any counten- 
ance or support to our party. 

So far the best that can be affirmed of Mr. 
Martin’s political record is that it is a blank. 
I will now show that he hasin the most de- 
liberate and soleian manner, without the 
slightest excuse, insulted the good name of 
Democratic conventions, and the Democratic 
party throughout the land. 

Inthe same case to which the Giobe-Dem- 
ocrat referred,Mr. Murtin, in reply to Broad- 
head’s argument on one of the questions in 
the case, and about a transaction as non-pol- 
itical aud wholly private as anything in court 
could be, in his prinied brief, and for the 
purpose of impairing Broadhead’s argument 
and injuring me in the estimation of. the 
court, and thereby slurring my reputation as 
well as my right in court, used this language: 

‘Such logic as this is hardly suited toa fo- 
rum tbat looks into the consciences of men. 
It might accord very well with the ethics of 
political conventions, in which the executor 
and his counsel have achieved some distine- 
tion.’’ 

I never was in any other than Democratic 
conventions since 1864, nor any but Whig 
conventions before’ that year, and I believe 
the same is true of Col. Bruvadhead; 80 that 
Mr. Martin refers, of course, to Democratic 
conventions only. 

I have been at the bar for thirty-seven 
years, and I never knew of another instance 
in which distinction fairly acquired in politi- 
cal conventions was quoted agzinst a man’s 
rightin court. There is not a lawverin the 
State who will not admit it was unprofes- 
sional to do so. 

This brief was published in 1869. Will it 
be contended that the moral standard of 
Democratic conventions has been raised since 
tbat time? 

In 1864 I resigned one of the most honor- 
able und best « fiices in the gift of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and voluntarily 
became, in the common parlance of the day, a 
‘‘copper-head and a traitor,’’ although I was 
a chief among the Univun men of Missouri so 
long as the battle was for the Union. I became 
disbarred and’ disfranchised because I couid 
not, would not and did not take the test oath 
until the Supreme Court deeiared, in effect, 
that it was no Oath atall. Iwas no drone in 
the ranks of the oppressed, for it appears 
from this brief that I “achieved distinction’? 
in their conventions. ‘The conviction that 
Democratic conventions would ‘‘look into the 
consciences Of men,’’ and thatthe Demo- 
cratic party was the one true 
party of morality and patriotism is 
the only explanation, cause and groundwork 
of my pelitical life for twenty years past. If 
the party conventions were or are of the low 
moral standard Mr. Martin describes them to 
be, then I have been and am stil! laboring 
under a strange delusion. 

I refer to my own career for the sole pur- 
pose of showing that the insult was gratu- 
itous and that the assault upon myself and 
Col. Broadhead wouid apply with equal force 
to every viher Democrat in the State at that 
time. 

It Mr. Martin did not believe what he said, 
the slander becomes all the worse, for he 
knew it was false when he utteredit. If he 
did believe his own assertions, why did he 
profess tobe a Democrat? Why did he be- 
long toa party the ‘ethics’ of whose con- 
ventions were of so low a standard that they 
did not “look into tbe consciences of men?’ 
How could he if he bad any conscience of his 
own belong to such & party as he in effect de- 
clares the Democratic party was? 

At the very time this insult was civen tothe 
honor of our conveations, the Radical party 
had stolen unto the last veatige of aii the 
property belonging to the State; it had con- 
fiscated the property of most of her best citi- 
zens and mortgaged up all the remainder by 
the issue of fraudulent bonds, and after re- 
ducing the proud people of the State to be 
mere ‘‘tillers 01 the soil,’’ by a test oath con- 
ceived in the Inferno, it denied al] offices of 
honor or profit to the defeated and ali those 
who had any feeling for them; it 
excluded their sons from the bar and 
the puipit, even 80 that the purest 
maidens dare not to be married by ministers 
of the gospel of their own persuasion under 
pain of their children being bastards; it im- 
prisoned lawyers, priests and preachers for 
practcing their daily avocations; the Judges 
ofthe Supreme Court were pinned to the 
bench by gubernaterial bayonets. and the 
political conventions in which Broadhead 
and I had “achieved eome distinction’’ were 
striving to rid the Vemocrats of this State 
from this worse than Russian despotism. 
The open blow.from the foe may be for- 
given, but the thrust from the pretended 
friend and foliower can not be fergotten. Mr. 
Martin wasa Democrat. The bird that fouls 
its own nest is foul itself. The leopard can- 
not change his spots nor the dunghill his 
nature. It he did not utter

Martin wanted and those conventions 
none. 
How could the convention, by oad nomina- 


march up to the “ater and vote for a man 
whose front ts labeled with such a fou! libel 
on the party I bave served so long and 
faithfully? How could it require any Demo- 
cratin the State to vote for a man whose 
whole political record consists of a solemn 
and mean libel upon the morality 
of Democratic conventions? What enthusiasm 
could possipiy be aroused in any of the four- 
teen Congressional districts were the party 
to proclaim its own shame by putting at the 
head of its ticket its own traducer and silan- 
derer? His only appearance in public life has 
been as a libeler of the party, a ring candi- 
date and an office-seeker; neither has he ever 
been connected with any public enterprise, so 
far as known. 

Mr. Martin’s shaft pierces the very heart of 
the national party. If the ethics of our na- 
tional conventions are of solow agrade that 
they do not propose to “look into the con- 
sciences of men,’”’ for what purpose does the 
national party continue to exist? 

When the party was down Mr. Martin 
struck at ita foul blow through its conven- 
tions, and when it is triumpbant in this State 
he came with unblushirg effrontery into its 
convention, asking it to crown him with its 
bg honors and enrich him with its best 
oftice, 

Could any man, jealous of the honor of 
Democratic conventions, and who thinks 
more of the party than he does of Mr. Mar- 
tin, vote for him with this record before his 
eyes? 

As to the present election in St. Louis, one 
instance will serve to illustrate the spirit of 


the whole. At the very time Mr. Martin’s 
libel was published, the Supreme 
Court had condemned Hon. A. J. 

Gairesche to prison for practicing 


law without taking the oath. Father Cum- 
mings was in prison for preaching the gospel 
without taking the oath. He wentinsane un- 
der the excitement, was sentto and died io 
aninsane asvium. Now Mr. Garesche, al- 
though he is a lawyer of forty years’ standing, 
was refused a seat in this convention as a dei- 
egate to nominate a Judge, and Mr. Martin 
was asking to be put on the same bench that 
cordemned Garesche and Cummings. 

These are some, and oaly some, of the prin- 
cipal reasons why I opposed and the Globe- 
Democrat supported Mr. Martin. I omit 
others, personal but altogether sufficient. I 
quote nothing upon Mr. Martin except public 
facts and records. His briefis his own. 1 
have itin my possession. There is nothing 
new inany fact I cite. Neither can any fact 
admit of the least denial. 

He dishonored and degraded the bar 
by an open and obsequious canvVass of the 
whole State avd city, as much soasif he 
were running for constable instead of Supreme 
Judge. 

His record begins with a libelon Demo- 
cratic conventions. It is filled up with being 
a ring candidate and office-seeker, and closes 
with the avowed championship of the Giobe- 
Democrat, in iis usual style. 

He suited the Globe-Democrat and its 
party, but not me or my party, as a candidate 
on our ticket. His numination would have 
saved the Globe-Democrat and Republican 
speakers a whole campaign of false abuse in- 
tended to prove that Democratic conventions, 
and through them thejDemocratic party, did 
not “look into the consciences of men,” and 
that such a party could neither honestly ad- 
minister the State Government nor reform the 
National Government. The convention did 
not choose to fall into the trap the G.-D. had 
laid for it.
